With regard to telephones, Mr 
Smith castigated opposition mem- 
bers for statements made during the 
Medicine Hat bye-election, and he 
compared the statements made with 
his figures on the condition of the 
telephone system financially when 
he took over.

Agricultural Survey 

The address of Hon, Geo. Hoadley 
Minister of Agriculture, which con- 
cluded the debate, dealt largely with 
agricultural conditions in the prov-| 
ince, The total value of all agricul- 
tural produce in 1925 was estimated 
at $255,000,000. The wheat yield 
averaged 18 bushels, giving a total 
yield of 103,000,000, the second larg- | 
est in the history of the province 4 
The value was  $115,000,000. All 
field crops totalled in value $148, | 
600,000, and forage crops $46,000, 
000. 

Dairying did not make the same 
progress as in former years, owing 
somewhat to the high price of grain 
and the dry weather in July affect- 


ing pastures. Increases in pzice 
however, kept the total value of 
dairy produce up to $23,000,000 


Poultry production showed a slight 
falling of, but the total value of 
poultry products was $8,000,000, ege 
production being $5,000,000. 

The lowly bee was coming into its 
own, 5,000 lbs. of honey being pro- 
duced in 1925. Fodder corn had 
made remarkable development. Fif- 
teen thousand horses and 200,00 
cattle were exported from the prov- | 
ince to the world markets in 1925. 

Expenditures in the department of 
agriculture had been reduced, but 
services had notwithstanding been 
increased, The amount expended in 
1921 was $729,478.01, and in 1924 
$550,860.77, a reduction of 178,617.- 
24, 

While only three of the six schools 
of agriculture were operating, they 
were training more pupils, namely 
363, the number in 1921-1922 with 
6 operating being 318. 

A number of other outstanding 
facts showing the progress of agri. | 
culture in the province, and the 
magnitude of the work being done 
by the department, were given by 
Mr. Hoadley.

RADIO AND COPYRIGHT MUSIC 

It is reported that attempts are 
being made at Ottawa to so amend 
the Copyright Act that radio broad- 
casting stations will be required to 


pay an indefinite royalty on copy 
right music, 

Such an amendment could only 
have the effect of injuring the 


quality of programmes sent out over 
the air. 

In the first place, broadcasting 
stations are not revenue-producing 
institutions. 
pay royalties, they would have to 
raise revenue. The only way they 
could raise revenue would be by 
broadcasting advertising matter 
And sinee the public would not 
listen to advertising matter over the 
such advertising would 
worthless. The whole principle is 
therefore, unsound, 

So far from injuring the 
copyright music, radio 
it.

BROODING CHICKS 


The following practise is followed 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta, in connec- 
tion with brooding chicks. The chicks 
remain in the incubator for the first 
twenty-four hours. The second day 
they are transferred to the broodet 
house where they are reared under 
coal burning colony brooders. This 
type of brooder stove gives good 
satisfaction at this Station, Uniform 
temperature is easily maintained 
when the stove is operated properly 
No feed is given until the chicks 
are fourty-eight hours old. Feed 
lightly for the first week as over 
feeding causes bowel trouble. The 
third day the chicks dre given a 
little fine bran, chick grit, and but 
termilk to drink. From the third 
day until two weeks old the chicks 
are fed the following ration every 
two hours each day: Equal parts 
fine bran, shorts and oat chop free 
from oat hulls. To this is added a 
small quantity of chick grit and cod 
liver oil, A little fine cracked 
wheat is fed in the litter morning 
and evening, Buttermilk is before 
the chicks all the time, and green- 
feed is fed once a day. 


When the chicks are two weeks 
old the following ration is used:

EARLY CHICKENS 

Chickens have been hatched for 
two years at the Experimental Sta- 
tion at Rosthern from late February 
till late May. Of course to get 
chickens before the first of May it is! 
almost necessary to use incubator 
very seldom do hens become 
broody before the first of April 
From both years it has been ob- 
served that pullets hatched before, 
the middle of March begin to lay in 
July and August, then pass through 
a partial moult and do not begin 
again till late in the winter, Pullets 
hatched in April, however, usually 
begin laying in late October or Nov- 
ember or December and continue 
regularly until spring. May hatched 
pullets seldom begin laying before 
January or February and in most 
cases not until March. May hatched 
pullets seldom develop to sufficient 
weight for the best market for 
roosters which is in November and 
December. 

If there were a good market for 
broilers the earlier hatched chickens 
could be easily and profitably dis 
posed of in this way but in most 
parts of the West there is no such 
market. 

Another objection to the February 
and March hatches the greater 
expense of brooding due to cold 
weather. Then too, chickens raised 
inside are likely to develop leg 
weakness and related troubles.
